Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Even if it was obvious (it is not) to combine the references to treat an 
adenocarcinoma through modulation of potassium in the cells, Applicant has 
successfully shown the unexpected and surprising result that HERG potassium channel 
is differentially expressed in colorectal carcinoma and not in patients who do not have 
colorectal cancer. Therefore, the method of diagnosing colorectal carcinoma based on 
detection of the HERG potassium channel is clearly distinguishable from, and 
unexpected over, the prior art.
